His Informant Depoſeth and faith, That ſome time be- 

fore that His Majeſty went laſt to Newmarket; about 

a Fortnight or Three Weeks as he remembers, Mr. Rj- 

chard Goodenough ( under-Sheriff tro Mr. Bethel and Mr. 

| Corniſh , late Sherifls of London) did at the Sun-Tavers 
behind the Royal-Exchange , take this Informant aſide,and ask him how 
many Men he this Informant could procure to take away the Life of the 
King and Duke of 7ork : He having begun his Diſcourſe with this Infor- 
mant by telling hitn that we (meaning thereby himſelf, this Informant, 
and other Citizens of Londen) | were like to be in Slavery ; and to 
loſe our | Charter: To -which/ Queſtion this Informant- anſwered , 
to the: beſt of his Remembrance; That he conld not procure any todg 


that work. This Informant turther- faith; That ing the faid Goode- 
nough arſecond time , while His Majeſty was yet at ket , he 
to 


- this Informgnt., That. the only way to prevent” Shedding of 
Blood, was to take off the King and Duke privately , and A

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his Former Requeſt to me (this Informant) to procure what Men] 
could , towards the Effe&ting of it ; and upon this Occaſion he mer 
me often in London, and came down to my Houſe... This Informane 
= further ſaith, That he at the Solicitation of the faid Goodewowgh , and 
others , did ſpeak to divers Perſons that Mr. Goodenough had told 
this Informant there were ſeveral Men that would be Concerned 
in taking off the King and the Duke,and they wanted more to make up 
their Complement , which were to be Forty in number. Among the 
Perſons that this Informant ſpoke to, there were Three, viz. James 
Burton, of Wapping White Chappel, Cheeſe-Monger ; William Thompſon 
' Carver of the fame ; and Andrew Barber , Inſtrument-maker of the 
ſame: That Meeting by Appointment at the Mytre-Zavern within 
Aldgate, with one Richard Rumball a Malſter-man, living at a place 
called The Rye (if this Informant miſtakes not the Name) within 
two miles of Feddeſden, in the County of Hertford, or thereabours, 
did agree on the Saturday next before His Majeſttes Return” from 
Newmarket laſt to go down to the Rye, being the Houſe of the afore- 
ſaid Rumbal, and there to effec, their Deſign of taking off the King and 
the Duke. The manner whereby they propoſed this ſhould be Efie&t- 
ed, That the ſaid Rumbals Houſe where they-were to meet , being 
by the High-ways ſide, they that were to be AQors inthe Fa&, 
were to hide-themſelves ugder a Wall or a Pale ; and when His Ma- 
jeſties Coach ſhould come over againſt the ſaid Wall or Pale, Three or 
Four were to Shoot with Blunderbuſſes at the Poſtilion *and the 
Horſes ; and if the Horſes ſhould not drop, then there were to be Two 
Men with an empty Cart- in the Lane near the place, who in the 
Habit of Labourers ſhould run the Cart thwartthe Lane; and” fo to 
ſtop the Horſes; beſides thoſe that were to ſhoot the Poſtillion and 
Horſes, there were ſeveral appointed to ſhoot into the Coach 
where His Majeſty was to be, and others to Shoot at the Guards that 
ſhould be attending the Coach. This Informant further faith, That 
meecting with'Mr. Robert Weſt , of the Mid die-Tepmpie. Barriſters 
went to the Do/phjn-Tavera in Bartbolomew-Lane ; Þehigd th l 
Exchange , "where they mer | the ſaid Rumball, and one FHone of 
Southwark, (as this Informant believes , he was either a Carpenter or 
a Joyner) and they diſcourſing together, when-His Majeſty would 
come home from Newmarket, Mr. Rumball ſaid, He heard that he 
would come that night : Mr. Weſt ſaid he had heard that His Ma- 
jeſty would not come till Mwunday ; and, faid he, F hope- he will not 
come till Saturday, that is the Saturday come Senanight. To which 
Rumball replycd, I hope fo too. If hedo not, faid Mr: Weſt to!Rum- 
ball , why then how many Swan-Quills > how many Gooſe-Quills ? 
and how many pair of Crow-Quills, will or muſt you have? Whereto 
Rumball anſwered, Six Swan-Quills, twenty G uills, twenty or 
thirty ( the informant doth not exa&tly remember which ) pair f 
Crow-Quills, with Ink and Sand proportionable. This Informant asks 
ing, either the ſaid Weſt, or elſe the faid Rumball, what was meant by* 
thoſe ſeveral ſorts of Quills ; Was anſwered, That by the firſt wi 
meant, Blunderbuſles ; by the ſecond Muskets ; by 'the third ; Cos 
of Piſtols ;, by the Ink and Sand, Powder and Buller. This Inifor- 
meant ſeeing. Rumball the fame Week that His Majeſty returned 
Home, told [ajax he had ſeen the King paſſing by his Houſe, and that if 
he had but Five Men with him , he could! have done his Buſineſs } and. 
the Dukes, for that there were but Five LifeGuard-men with them. -

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This Informant further faith, That the faid Geodenough+ about a Fort- 
night ago, came to this Informants Houſe, and going from thence to 
the Cottee-Houſe, he told him, after he had pulled our ſome Papers, 
thathe this Informant muſt take one of the faid Papers ; who askin 

the ſaid Goodewough, what he muſt do with it 2 he the faid Goodenoug 

anſwered , that he, muſt take to his aſſiſtance nine or ten Men, ſuch 
as hecould truſt, to the end they —_ conſult all rhe Houſe-Keepers, 
Journey-men and Apprentices, to ſee what namber of men might be 
raiſed upon occaſion, either to juſtific the AR, if the King and Duke 
ſhould be taken off, or if nor, what ſtrength could be made up in 
Caſe of an InſurreQion or a Rebellion : And he being told by this In- 
formant , that we were well, indeed better than any other Nation, 
(that is) much happier if we could” be quiet, otherwiſe we ſhould 
involve the Nation in Bloud and Confuſion ; He replyed, That he was 
clearly for taking off che King and the Duke, and then there ſhould be 
quickly an end to it. And chis Informant further faith, That the two 
Papers now produced by him, were delivered to him by the ſaid 
Goodenough , and that the Paper beginning with theſe words, w4z. 
4- From White - Chappel Southeaſt, and ending Round Goodmans 

Fields, was Written with Goodenoughs own hand , as this Informant 
believes. And this Informant faith, That he had received a Third Pa- 
per from the ſaid Goddenowgh , which he gave inro the hands of one 
Foſeph Helby a Carver of Limehouſe , who put it into his Pocker, but 
faid he would not meddle in it. This Informant further faith, That 
the ſaid Goodenough- told him he had divided rhe City and Sabburbs 
into Twenty Parts, and ſhewed this Informant the Names of the 
Diviſions in Writing, having,” as he-faid, taken it ont of the Map. 

In the Company of the faid Goodenough and this Informant was one 
William Rumball, the Brother of the faid Richard Rurwball, to whom 
a Paper was offered , bur he would not meddfe. In each Diviſion 
there was to be one Principal Man, to take to his affiſtance eight 
or nine more as he thought convenient; but he. Named none of them 
ro this Informant. . This ſnformant further faith, That on Thurſday 
laſt he going into the Salutativa-Tavern in Lumbard:ftreet , was told. 
there were above-Stairs ſome Acquainrtance of his ; he going.up, found 
the ſaid Goodenowugh there, together with one Wade, Nelthrop, and 
the aforeſaid Weſt, all Barriſters at Law ; they called this Deponent 
in Jeſt by the Name of Gulick ; and he asking rhem whar they meant. 
by it, they told him, Gulick was a brave Fellow and headed the 
People at Cologne , and they hoped to fee this Informanr do the fame 
at Wapping ; and they asked how their Friends did in Wappirg and 
what Strength they could make there: The Informant anſwered, 
They w do well enough there, and concluded rhey were-privy t5 
the Deſign. In this Company” was one they calle| Captain Walcoe, 
who went over with the Earl of Shaftshury, and came back with his 
Corpſe ; as alſo one they called Colonel, whoſe Name 'rtus Infor-, 
mant does not know. This Informant further fairh , Thar the faid' 
Richard Rumball in the Converfation above-mentianed with; the faid 
Burton, Thompſon, and Barber ang this Deponent, affirmed, That to 
take off the King and the Duke would'be a Keeping of ofitof the Tex 
Commandments, ſince it would prevent a Rebellion , whereby abun- 
dance of Bloud muſt be ſhed. - This Informant further faith , Thar 


he asking ef and  Goodenough Ori the Thurſday above - pn, 
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what Care was taken for Arms, he was anſwered, That he need nog. 
take Care of that, for there was Proviſion already made ; and that 
the faid Weſt recommended Secrecy above all things to this Deponent, 
otherwiſe the preſent Deſign miſcarrying, they ſhould never be able to 
Retrieve it. Weſt further told this Deponent on Eaſter-Fve, That ſince 
the Deſign to be executed upon the King's Return from Newmarket had 
failed, they intended to take the King and Duke off between Windſor 


and FHampton-Court.

Heſe Informants being in Company with Richard Goodenough, 
this 14th day of-Jumve, between the hours of Twelve and 
One , at the Dolphin- Tavern behind the Exchange; and the faid 
Fofab Keeling asking him what account he had of thoſe Twenty 
Diviſions that he had made of the City , or to that effe&t ; He an» 
ſwered, That he had an account of Lee a Dyer in 0/d-ſtreet, Middle- 
ſex , and that he could raiſe him 500 Men : And the faid Goodenough 
being asked by the faid Informants where thoſe Men ſhould have 
Arms and Ammunition , and alſo where other men that were de- 
ſigned to be Raiſed ſhould have the like : It was Replyed by the faid 
—_— » That there were Twenty Thouſand Pounds already 
promiſed , which ſhould be had upon Demand, and that the faid 
Money was to be diſtributed to the Twenty Principal Underta- 
kers , proportionably to” the Liſts of Men they brought in ; or the 
ſaid Goodenough Replied to that effe& ; The ſaid Goodenowgh further 
adding, That the Duke of Mowmouth and all his Friends would be 
concerned in raiſing the ſaid Money ; and that the ſaid Duke would 
be at the Head of the faid Party , which they propounded to be Four 
Thouſand in number, and that many more would quickly fall in. 
And the faid Goodenough further faid , that a certain Colonel (whom 
the Informant takes to be Colonel Romſey) would adyance Ei 
Hundred or a Thouſand Pounds towards Paying for Arms. , |

che ſaid Goodenough further faid, that Wade the Counſellor of Bri. 
ſtol or thereabouts, kept in Town two or three hundred pounds, 
rowards paying for Arms. And the faid Goodewough being asked what 
he would Contribute towards the carrying on of the ſaid Defign, (he 
being a Rich Man) he anſwered that he had about threeſcore pounds in 
Plate and fifty or threeſcore pounds in Gold, and had he more it thould | 
all go to the tame uſe: And the ſaid Jofah asRing him what Proviſion 
of Horſe there was, the ſaid Goodexough anſwered that there were a 
hundred ready, and Men to Mount then, and if occaſion be, there 
ſhould be more in readineſs ; and the faid Informants further fay, that 
the ſaid Joftah, being asked by the ſaid Goodenough, what Progreſs he had 
made upon thoſe Papers he had entruſted with him, and Joftah ſhewing 
him the Paper of Number Three ( which Goodenough owned to have 
been delivered by him ro the ſaid Foftah, with two Papers more) and 
telling him all was well enongh with us, but asKing him withal, what 
we ſhould do for Arms and Ammunition, he the faid Goodenough an- 
ſwered, that if there was Faith in Men, Money ſhould not be wanting 
to buy Arms and Ammunition; and that he was to meet this night 
them zhat were principally concerned. And theſe Intormants fay, that 
the ſaid Foſtab (being 7 Sas ro pry into the ſecrets of their deſign a- 
gainſt the Tower) propounded to the faid Goodenough, thata Perſon with 
che Staff of a Conſtable ſhould bring in a Man bound as an offender be- 
fore the Lieutenant, or Major Roe; and that at the fame twme, another 
Perſon ſhould be brought in upon the ſame Coulour, aad by that-means 
ſecure the Guard at the Gate, till ſuch time that a Body of Men which 
was to be lodged in the Corner-houſe of 7hames-ſtreet or the next to is, 
ſhould come to their belp; - For which propofal the faid Goodenough ap- 
plauded the faid Foftab very much, mg him upon the back. And 
the Informant Joftab asking what to ſatishe our People we ſhould do for 
a few Arms, he anſwered, that the faid Fofiah ſhould have Money to 
buy them. Foffah then askt him what Gun-ſmith he would recom 
mend him to, adding whether he had not beſt deal with Mr. Wef?'s 
(meaning MriWeft the Lawyer's Gun-ſmith)z Whereto the ſaid Good- 

anſwered, that Gun-ſmith was a very honeſt Fellow, and that 
he need not diſtruft him: The faid Fofah further askt him, ſaying, you 
muſt have ſome Arms; Are thoſe diſpoſed that were to be ſent to Rye 2 
Whereto Goodenough anfwered, they were not. Then the faid Fofab 
askt him if they were at We#?s Houſe, or at the Gun-ſmiths ; Where- 
to Goodenowgh anſwered, they were at the Gun-ſmiths, who lived in 
Sheer-lane, on the left hand, as one goes from Fleet-ftreet : And the faid 
Fofiah asking the ſaid Goodenowgh whether they went on with their De- 
ſig of Killing the King and the Duke between Wind/ar and 
Coupe ; he the faid b replyed No, becauſe they did not ulually 
but they would doit at the Bull-Fealt m-Lyonfiekds. And

He Informants fay, That being in the Company of Richard 

Goodenough at the Sun Tavern behind the Royal Exchange , 
between the hours of One and Three of 'the Clock on the fifteenth 
day of this inſtant June, 1683. They asked the faid Goodenough 
what Perſons of Quality would be concerned: He the faid Good- 
enough replyed , That he had diſcourſed Wiliam Lord: Ruſſel, Son to 
the Earl of Bedford; and that the faid Lord Ruſſe! told the afdrefaid 

- Goodenough, that he would be concerned 1n it to his utmoſt, and that 
he would uſe all his intereſt to accompliſh the aforeſaid Deſign of 
killing the King and the Duke of Tork : And theſe Informants fur- 
ther tay, That asking the faid Goodenough , what Collonel that 
was that yeſterday he the faid Goodenowgh told the Informants , 
Foftah and Fohn, would advance cight Hundred or a Thouſand pound 
towards carrying on the "Deſign -of Killing the ' King and Duke , 
he the faid Goodenough Replyed, it was 'Collonel Romzey ; and the 
Informant Foftah asked the faid Goodewough whether" it was that Ramſey 
that MarriePthe Lady Smith, and had Conmimanded 'Forces' in Por- 
tugal for his Majeſty, (4. e..) the King'of England, he Replyed' it

Nd this Informant further faith, That ſeveral+ Geritfemen ; 
viz. Mr. Roope, Mr. Fitton Gerrald , and Mr. Alte: and 

one other,. whoſe Name this Informant hath forgot, who as 
they faid came to viſit their honeſt Wapping Men, that this 
Intormant would recommend to them for ſuch, and alſo to Dine 
__ 
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with them at ſome Tavern, which was the Fortune at Wapping , where 
was Mr. Samue! Gibbs, Mr. Edmund Funt, Mr. Robert Fergaſon, with ſe- 
veral other perſons that this Informant doth not remember, where the 
aforefaid Gentlemen began to drink Healths, ſome of which were as 
tolloweth : _ To the Man that firſt draws his Sword in defeace of the 
Proteſtant Religion ', © againſt Popery and Slavery: Another was to 
the Confuſion of the Two Brothers, Slavery and Popery ;-and- be- 
ing askt what they meant ( as this Informant verily believeth) it 
was replyed, The Two Brothers at Whiteha/:. The next was to the 
pinning of Mackinny's Head on the Monument for burning the City 
in 66. And this Informant asking what was meant, they faid it was 
the Duke of Tork. And this Informant Dining at the Z7orſe-ſboe 
Tavern on Tower-hill, with Edward Norton 'Eſquire , Mr. Starkey, 
Mr. Ogle, Mr. Goodenough, and others forgot by: this Informant, chey 
drank the fore-ſaid Healths, and did explain. them as the afore-faid 
Company did. And this Informant further fairh, that Fran. Goode- 
nough ſent a Letter to this Informant by one Cherry , to acquaint the 
ſaid Informant, That the faid Goodenough would with ſome other 
Gentlemen Dine at the End -of. the Town where this Informant dwel- 
leth, and that this Informant would ſpeak to ſuch men as he could 
truſt , to meet the afore-faid i perſons at the Siracuſa Houſe ; There 
came with the afore-faid Goodenough one John Row late Sword-bearer 
at Briſtol, with a Dorſetſhire Gentleman whoſe name this Informant 
hath forgot; alſo ar the ſame Meeting was Mr, Edmund Funt, An- 
drew Barber, William Tomſon , Fames Burton, as this Informant ve- 
rily believes , with ſeveral others forgot ; where it was. agreed we 
ſhould diſcourſe ſo that it might not be underſtood if we were over- 
heard. Then the que xe ia if ceo Was oh down , how 
many we mi Fs ly. expect would come 1n at firſt. Laying of it 
; 4 eu end of rhe fx agph play atit? To erg re- 
plyed,it was uncertain,. but as many as were there would be concerned ; 
ro which it was anſwered by Row and R——_ if we would not in a 
little rime kick the Ball effeQually we ſhould be made Shayes ; for 
faith Row the Lord Mayor hath'impoſed Sheriffs upon you., -and the 
King will take away your Charter, and then you'l be in a fine. condit:- 
on, and Goodenough yh the ſame purpoſe ; upon which Ant re- 
plyed , That he eoul as much good as any body, forthat Foot-ball 
players often got broken ſhins., and he the faid ZZwrt could Cure them. 
And this Informant la Fagiy that this Diſcourſe was grounded up- 
on this Foundati Whar Aeg.can be raiſed againſt the Church-Warden 
at Whitehal, whih wes upderſtood the King. And thisInfo mgnt fur- 
ther ſaith, that rd Gopdenongh, and Richard Rumbal eld Infor- 
mant, that there was a Remon or Dechration re&dy drawn up, 
which would be Wintcd againſt \the day that this deſigned Commotion 
was to be, wherein they would eaſe the people of Chimney Money , 
. Which ſeemed to be moſt Grievous , eſpecially to the common people, 
and that they would lay the Kings Death upon the Papiſts as a continu- 


ed deſignof the former Plot.

Ome time before my Lord Shaftshury went for Holland , the 
i) Duke of Monmouth, Lord Gray, Lord Ruſſel, Sir Thomas Armſtrong, 
Colonel Romſey , and Mr. Ferguſon met at my Houſe in Abcharck. 
lane, where the. fubjet of their Diſcourſe was how to ſeize Your 
Majeſties Guards, and in Order thereunto , as I afterwards at their 
next Meeting was informed, the Duke, Lord Gray , and Sir Thomas 
Armſtrong , walked about that end of the Town one night, and 
gave an account that-yhey tound them very remils.in their places, 
not like Souldiers , and that the thing, provided they could have a 
ſufficient ſtrength , was feaſibly enough ; but finding that 'failed , the 
Projet was wholly laid aſide, fo far as I know : After that Mr. 
Ferguſon told me of a Project was on foot for ——_— Your 
Majeſty and his Royal —_— coming from Newmarket. Colc- 
nel Romſey , Mr. Weſt, and as I remember Mr.Wade came to my 
Counting-houſe one Evening ,, anc began to Diſcourſe of it ; upon 
which I told them, that ſuppoſag they ſhould effe& what they ral- 
ked of, it could not be expected that. it. the Duke of Monmoxrh ſhould 
be Crowned, but im Honour and for his own Vindication, he muſt 
ſearch *out the Aſſaſſins, and both Try and Execute them + So that 
inſtead of expefting, a Reward ,,, they muſt loſe their Lives ; upon 
which they ceaſed their Diſcourſe, and went away ſoon after. Some 
time after this, Mr. Ferguſon told me of. a (general Inſurreftion inten- 
ded both in England and Scetland., and in order to it, that Sir Jobs 
Cochran, Mr. Bayly , Mr. Monro , Sir Flugh and Sir George Cambell, 
were come up to Treat with fome-of our Engliſh Men about it ; 
and that the Lord of Argile had made a Propoſition , That if they 
would Raiſe him Thirty Thouſand pounds he would begin it in 
Scotland , - but finding no hopes of Raiſing that Sum , the Scotch 
were willing to accept of Ten Thouſand pounds : And by means 
of a Letter, whliich came as I was informed (for there was no 
Name ſubſcribed) - from one Mr.” Stewart, to ſome unknown Man, 
which I have forgot ; Concluding then that it was intended ro 
Mr. Bayly, or ſome other of thoſe Gentlemen , having had ſome 
ſmall acquaintance with Mr. Stewart, formerly by means of his 
Brother, who was then a Merchant in Burdeaux , and one of my 
Correſpondents, I came acquainted with Mr. Bayly , who told 
me from time to time what ſteps they made in't, how he Conver- 
ſed with the Duke, - Lord Rufſe/, Major W. and as I remember, 
Colonel Sidney ; and that he had divers promiſes of the Money, 
and deſired it might te paid into my Hands ; at length he told me that 
Five Thouſand pounds they had agreed to Raiſe amongſt themſelves, 
and rhat they expe&ted the other halt ſhould be Raiſed in the Ciry ; 
but finding no Monies could be got in the City , that Project fell 
lik&wiſe , and as Mr. Bayly told me , all his Country-men were going 
Bevond Jzea

We went to the ation Tavern in Lumbard:-ſtreet, 
Mr. Goodenowgh came totell us and then drew out ſome Papers , (but [ 
ſaw not what was in them) and there told us that our Rights and Pri- 
viledges were Invaded and that ſome Gentlemen had taken intocon(i- 
deration how to retrieve them or words to that effeft ; and did then 
ask us whether we were willing to aſbiſt, and then told us that the City 
and Suburbs were divided into Twenty parts , and did.defire us to fee 
what men we could get and told us, that we muſt diſcourſe with them 
about a Forreign Invaſion at firſt and it that took , then we might 
know of them, whether they would be willing to aſſiſt in their own per» 
ſons, or by Money ; Some time after we met Mr.Goadewough at the An 
ſterdam Coftee-houſe in Bartholemew-lane ; I told him that I had ac- 
quainted Mr, Charles Bateman and he deſired to ſpeak with Mr.Goode- 
mough. That Mr. Bateman told me I muſt have a care, and ſpeak at a 
great diſtance that he was willing to aſſiſt, if he could ſee but a cloud 
INST mans hand and after I called on Mr. Battmen , and went 
with him to a Sea-Captains, and trom thence to the Duke of Maumouths 
Houſe in Sobe Square.

The Examination of Robert Weſt of the Middle- 
Temple Barriſter at Law , taken the 23 June 
1683. 


I Examinant faith, he having a general acquaintance with thoſe 
of the City of London,that are commonly called Whiggs ; obſer- 
ved about Michaelmas laſt a general diſcontent amongſt them, by reaſon 
(as he apprehends) of the Ele&ions that had gone before of the Mayor 
and Sheriffs, and of their apprehenſions of the loſs of their Charter : 
whereon this Examinant fearing that their hearts might tranſport them 
to commit ſome extravagancies, and to prevent his own Families being 
ruined by them,was very inquiſitive toknow whether any InſurreQion 
might be deſigned. And this Examinant after ſome time, was inform'd 
by lome perſons, who at preſent he cannot remember, that an Inſurre- 
tion was intended in November laſt in the City of Londo#, but the par- 
ticulars of it-this Examinant was never acquainted with ; and he heard 
ſoon after that the Deſign was wholly laid aſide. And this Examinant 
farther faith, That about the time His Majeſty came from Newmarket,in 
or about Oftober laſt,he heard that there was a Deſign to ſeize the King 
& the Duke of Tort;but this Examinant does not know the place where, 
nor the perſons who were to att therein. And this Examinant further 
faith, that about the latter end of Ofober, or the beginning of November 
laſt , this Examinant met with Mr. Rebert Ferguſon , whom he had 
been long acquainted with,and the ſaid Mr. Ferguſon gave this Examinant 
an account of the great miſeries the people of Scotland lay under , and 
did believe the people of England would ſuffer the like, and Popery 
over run the Nation , unleſs the.people themſelves endeavoured to 
prevent it. And told this Examinant, that two ways had been 
thought on (but named not by whom) one by a general Infurrefion 
in ſeveral parts of the Kingdom , and the other a more Compendious 
and fafe way of taking away the King and Duke by ſome ſurprize in 
ſome Journey. To which this Examinant anſwered to this , to 
wit , That he looked upon the firſt method to be impraQticable and 
full of hazard, the Militia, Navy, Forts , and Ammunition being in 
the hands of the Government , and the people as it were naked; and 
ſuch'an attempt might intail a long and Bloody War upon the. Na- 
tion, and muſt end in the deſtrudion of the King and Duke, or elſe ir 
would be vain. And therefore the ſecond method of taking them off 
by ſurprize was moſt rational, if there*were a neceſlity of doing the one 
thing or the other. And this Examinant further faith, that after this 
diſcourſe, the faid Mr. Ferguſon went into Holand, and after his return

Information of Zachary Bourn. 


Tchard Goodenough bringing, Mr. Ferguſon, alias Roberts, (for that 
R Name he uſed to go by) to my Houſe, it was a great while 
'ere I underſtood any thing at all of the Deſign ; but ſo many 
coming to him daily as did, made me jealous; I did imagi 

ſomething of it. Upon which he took an occaſion one Day to ask; 
What I thought about the Gentlemen that came fo often to hun? and 
then ſays; Admit there ſhould be a Delign on foot, for the Good of 
the People of England, Would you be againſt it 2 To which I an- 
ſwer'd, If I can do it with a ſafe Conſcience, I could not tell well what 
I ſhould be perſwaded to. As to that, fays he, I ſhall cafily fatisfic 
you : And then went on to prove a mutual Covenant between the 
King, and the People ; that his Majeſty had broke it on his ſide ; fo 
the People were again at Liberty. But to the Matter, fays he, as in- 
deed I will be plain with you ; 4f you love your ſelf, you muſt come 
in ; for there is a Deſign on foot ſo laid, and fo far gone, that it is 
impoſſible it ſhould fail. Then I deſired him, if he thought it conve« 
nient, to let. me know ſome Particulars ; which he ſaid, He would, 
provided I would promiſe him Secrecy : but efpecially, I ſhould fay 
nothing to my Father or Wite; for he thought, I would not ſpeak to 
any Body elſe : Upon which I faid, -1 would. And then he was plain, 
as he ſaid, and told me as follows: 


That there was not a County in England, but had prepared for the 
Buſineſs, leſs or more, but eſpecially in the North-and Weſt; and that 


_ they were ſure of moſt Places of Strength throughout the Kingdom ; 


bur eſpecially, Briſtol and Newcaſtle : And that they were then a con- 
ſidering, how to ſecure Portſmouth ; but were afraid they ſhould not, 
the Garriſon was ſo ſtron | 

And that the Scots were to ſtir at the ſame time we were; and that 
we were to lend them 100007. to be remitted into F/o#and, to buy 
Arms tor them; and that he was to go over with the Bills of Ex+ 
change : That he found out a Perſon could depoſite the Money upon 
good Security, which the Lords had promiſed ſhould be given : That 
there was a Dutch-Merchant or two, that he had got to provide rhe 
Arms, for the Eng/iſh could not do it without Suſpicion, 

Then I asked hum, Who the Lords were ? He told me, There was 
the Duke”of Monmouth, Lord Grey, Lord Kuſſel, and Major Wildman, 
and Col. Sidzey. I told him, I wondred the Duke would be perſwa- 
ded to take up Arms againſt his Father ; for my part, Iſhould be ve- 


Ty 
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ry unwilling to truſt him. He anſwer'd me, That he had the greateſt 
Aſſurance in the World of him ; and that I need no more be afraid of 
the Duke, than of him. 

He told me, The Lord Argyle, who was to command the Scots, was 
of my Opinion too; for he had a few days before, ſent a Letter to him, 
to be well fatisfied in the Point; and that he had fent him fuch an 
Anſwer, as he did not doubt would fatisfie him. 

He told me, The Duke of Tort had Fourteen thouſand Men in half 
pay about the Town : * And for his part, he —_ we ought to de- 
fend our ſelves; for we could not tell, but our Throats might be cut 
every Night. I asked him, How he cou'd tell all this * He told me, 
That they had a great deal of Intelligence from the Tory Party ; for 
there were ſome, that were willing to play a ſure Game, and fo keep 
in with both Sides. Some little time after this, there came one Mr. 
John Row, that was Sword-bearer of Briftol, with one Fames Aoboway, 
of the fame Place, a Merchant, to enquire for Ferguſon ; but he was 
unwilling to fee them. Then Row asked me, to go and give him a Diſh 
of Coffee ; which Idid: And Ffames Hofoway gave me an account of 
the Poſture of Afﬀairs at Briffol ; which I RCA at, being the firſt 
time that ever I ſaw him, vie. 

That they had been ready this two or three Months ; that there 
was but Fight in Briſtol, that knew of it ; that he had had ſome Can- 
non he had taken out of ſome Ships he was concerned in, had lain 
there {0 long, he was afraid rhey would miſtruſt ſomething: That he 
had great plenty of Powder and Bullet in his own Houſe ; and that 
they had a couple of Ships there, that would carry forty Guns a piece; 


which they intended to ſeize the firſt Riſing, and fir out to Sea. And 


then their manner of getting together was thus: Some of thoſe Eight 
had Houſes out of Town, where they would get all of the Town they 
thought were for their Purpoſe : The Diſlenters, under pretence of a 
Meeting ; and the Others, under ſome Colour or other: And then 
tell them the Deſign; and if rhey would nor go with them, they 
would ſecure or force them; and that they would ſeize all the Head 
Men of the Contrary Party, which were not above Thirty in all * 
And that they vattinch Men at the Corner of every Street ; ſo that 
there ſhould not a Man ſtir, without they pleaſed. 

And thar to their Aſſiſtance, they ſhould have ſome Colliers out of 
King-Road, and ſome Scotch Pedlers that were about the Country j 
many of whom were of Bothwel-Bridge. 

He faid further, That the King would have by the Time they be- 
gun, a great many Thouſand Pounds, that they ſhould ſeize; and that 
there was a great many of the Tory Party, that had a great Summ of 
Money by them, which they muſt borrow : And that there was not 
a 200d Horſe within Five Miles about them, but they knew where to 
have him: That they wanted but Two hundred IA tor they 
thought, they ſhould have more Men than Arms, which he was come 
up about z which he hoped, the Lords would helpthem to : Bur if they 
could not, Mr. Wage would lend them the Money to buy them ; and 
that he ſhould pack them up in Parcels of Goods, and them b 
the Carrier to his Houſe, Mr. Wade told me himſelf, He would 
it ; that is, lend the Money ; bur it was ſome time after this. Mr. Rew 
fate by, and approved what #/ faid to be true. Afﬀer this 1 went 
down to the Wells, and ſtaid about a Formight. When I came 
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Home again, Mr. Wade came to me, and told me, I muſt promiſe Secre- 
cy, and then he had ſomething to ſay me ; which was, That Afairs 
were ſettled every where very well, but in London: And though the 
Lords had a Deſign to let London alone ; yet they ſaw there was a 
neceſſity, that the Buſineſs muſt be done effectually in London, for if 
they let that alone, it was enough to maintain a War againſt the 
whole Kingdom, and that their Friends here would be all ruined: 
and that in order to the ſecuring of it, they had taken this Method, by 
which they might know their Strength. 'They had divided the Town 
into ſo many Diviſions, and had got honeſt Fellows to conſult what 
Men they might expe& out of every Diviſion ; and that they had no 
Body about me, that they thought could ſerve them: and therefore 
deſired me to think, if it was not poſſible to get about an hundred and 
ſixty Men out of Bloomsbary, St. Giles's, St. James's, and Soho ; and 
that I might, by way of Diſcourſe, ask ſome of my Acquaintance, 
If there ſhould be occaſion to defend. our ſelves, whether tney could 
not find out Ten, or Fifteen, or Twenty: Men, that would afliſt : That 
they ſhould have a Meeting again in Two or Three Days ; and then 
he would give me an Account of it, and I ſhould go to them. And 
accordingly, on Friday following, being the Eighth of Juve, towards 
Evening, he came and fetcht me out, and carried) me to the Dragon- 
Tavern on S»ow-#1il/ ; where I met Collonel Romzey, Mr. Robert W:/t, 
Captain Walcot, Mr. Norton, Mr. Wade, Richard and Francis Goodenough, 
Then I was asked, If I could not do what Mr. Goodenough had ſpoke 
to me about? and was deſired, not to fay any thing about the Buſi- 
neſs to any Body in direct terms, but efpecially to any of the Mini- 
ſters ; for Weſt ſaid, They were a parcel of Rogues, that had ruined the 
People ever ſince Conſtantine.

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A Supplement of ſome things which (upon recolle- 
thon) have occurr'd to my memory ſince my for- 
mer Information. 


Remember that my Lord Shaftsbury complaining of divers perſons 
who had deferted him and fell ſhort of their Engagements to him, 
amongſt the reſt named his Couſin Charleton (meaning Mr. Charleto 
of Zotteridg) who (he ſaid) had promis'd and was able to bring in 
reat aſſiſtance to him, upon which he did much rely, but was quite 
tallen'from him, and had ſo wholly attacht himſelt ro the Duke of 
Monmouth and my Lord Ruſſe! that he would a@ only by their 
mea(ſure. 

Speaking alſo of Major Wildman, He ſaid that he was very forward 
inthe Work,and very aCtive init; And being told by me,that amongſt 
other things which were wanting in ſuch Enterprize,the want of ſome 
Great Guns ſcemed to me not to be the leaſt. He told me that they 
ſhould be furniſhed with two Drakes by a Friend (whom he did not 
name) which two Drakes I have ſince thought may be thoſe two 
ſmall Pieces found with Major Wildman. 

The Perſon mentioned in my former Narrative who (as my Lord 
Shaft sbury ſaid) had offered to kill the Duke with his own hands, I 
do now diſtinEtly remember to be Mr. John Ay/offe, ro whom he An- 
{wered [No Jack thou ſhalt not kill him till we have an Arm'd Force to 
Taſt ifie it, ] 

About the 1oth or 12th of Oober after a ſtop put to the then 
intended Inſurreftion, the Duke of Monmonrh told me that he had 
ſeriouſly thought of it (meaning the InſurreCtion) and that after 
divers ways propoſed and ſeriouſly conſidered of he was clearly of Opi- 
nion that there was nothing ſoecafie to be accompliſhed, nor ſo pro- 
bable ro do the Work SI_— as to fall in upon the King at Newmar- 
ket with a ſmart party of Horſe of about Forty or Fifty, which he ſaid 
he could ſoon have in a readineſs. To which I anſwered, ThatlI was 
of the ſame opinion, but- whether or not it wouſd be decent for him 
to appear in yu in an Attack ro be made when the King was 
in Perſon deſerved his conſideration. Two days after I ſpoke to 
him of it again, and ask'd him what thought he had of it ; He an- 
{wered me that it could not be brought abour ſoog erough. Afﬀeer

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which I never Diſcourſed more with him about it ; but upon refle- 
Etion 1 am apt to think that from this time and not before the De- 
ſign of Way-laying the King in his return to London» was firſt me- 
ditated , and 1 am the more confirmed in this Opinion from the Con- 
fideration of the behaviour of the Duke of Monmouth and Lord Grey 
who ſeemed to be very big of ExpeQation of ſome great thing to be 
attempted upon the day of the King's coming from Newmarket , up- 
on which day ( as I have before obſerved 5 Sir Thomas Armſtrong 
was not to be found till the King's Coaches were come into 
Town, and I do verily believe be wasto have headed the Party. ' To 
this alſo may be added, That the Duke of Monmoasth within few days 
after told me that he had that day given order to have his Horſes car- 
ried into London to have beenin a readineſsto have Mounted upon any 
Emergency. / 

" "Lo" further call ro mind, That there is a conſiderable Perſon 
living in Spiecle- Fields whom I very well know, and have often been 
in his Company ( but cannot remember his name diſtin@tly) this 
Man I have been told did undertake to bring in two or three Hun» 
dred Men upon the ſtrength of his own Intereſt when occaſion ſhould 
require; He is well known to Mr. Weſt.

I R 7homas Armſtrong was at the Meeting at Mr. Shephards when 
x 3 I was there, and was one that undertook to view the Savoy and 
Mews to fee in what poſture the Soldiers were and how caſic or dif. 
ficult it would be to lurprize thery. 

Sir Thomas Armſtrong did tell that Gibbons came to him and ac- 
quainted him that Mr. Koe and he had beea to lee the Earl of Bedfords 
Garden and told him that was a fit place to take off the King arid 
Duke at, but in other Terms which now I have forgor. 

Sir Thomas Armſtrong did come to me the Sunday night after the 
Fire at Newmarket and told me that he juſt came from Fer = go 
and that notwithſtanding they returned ſo ſoon Ferguſon did not 
doubt to have Men ready by that time to do the buſinels and deſired 
me to go with him to Ferguſon; Lodging in his Coach which I did, 
when I came there ud. told me the ſame but that they wanted 
Mony, VM:r. Charleton not being to be found, upon which Sir Thomes 
deſired me to lend ſome and he would ſee me repaid and faid if he had 
been in ſtock he would have done it himſelf; upon their perſwaſion 
I went to my Houſe I thinkin Sir Thomas his Coach and brought forty 
Guinnies ; he again repeated that he would ſee me repaid ; ſeveral 
times after he told me eas had my V.ony and wondred I would 
not go to him to receive it. 

Atter the Diſcovery Sir Thomes came one night and told me he 
wondred I was not gone and did importune me to be gone with 
the firſtand in the mean time to keep cloſe for that I was mightily 
hunted after.

Then we went 
to Mr. We# , and diſcourſed him fully about the Contents of his 
Letters, who told us, they were reſolved to kill the King and Duke 
as they came from Newmarket, in order to which, he had provided 
Arms for fifty Men, Piſtols, Carbines and Blunderbuſſes, and. that 
they were promiſed the Houſe of one Rumbaid a Malſter, which lay

no oppoſition could be made ; then we asked who were for Hits

Deſign, he named Colonel Rowzey and Richard Goodenough, and, 


as far as I can remember, no more ; ſo we found it was carried on 
by them contrary ts the knowledge or approbation of thoſe who 
managed the General Deſign : then we declared our great diſlike of 
it, telling him, it was a baſe Diſhonourable and Cowardly AdMion, 
and would ſeem odious to all the World, that any pretending them- 
ſelves Proteſtants, ſhould be concerned in ſuch a Bloody Action, 
and that we thought it was his Cowardize put him upon it; to 
which he ſaid, that he could not Fight, but would be as forward 
with his Money as any of his Capacity. Then we weat to Colohtel 
Romzey, who we found to be wholly of Feſfts Opinion, fayiog, that 
except ſomething be done that way, I know nothing will be done at 
all, tor he knew the other Managers would do nothing; fo we 
had little Diſcourſe at that time. Afﬀer this we went to Ferguſon, 
who told us how things ſtood ; we then found that he knew ot both 
Deſigns, bur was only for the Infurreftion, and told us, that the 
Managers had been Treating with ſome Scorch Gentlemen ; that 
they were almoſt agreed , and the Money they were to be ſupply- 
ed with, would be ready in three or four days, being ten thouland 
pounds which was to be returned to Hollanq to buy Arms, &e. for 
Scotland, He alſo told us that the Scorch Gentlemen had made ano- 
ther propoſal to the Managers, thus, If they would ſupply them 
with thirry thouſand pounds, they would begin it in Scotland firſt, 
which they could ſoon have, and then would Invade England, de- 
firing the Managers only to get a Party in the North of Znglazd, 
ready to oppoſe any Force- from coming out of Eigland againſt 
them, before they had ſetled Scotland : but this was not approved 
of, the Managers chuſing rather to ſupply them with 10000 1. and 
to begin ir in England the ſame time. Then we daily expeRed

being ſo long diſcourſing a thing of that nature, and done fo little 


towards it: few days atrer meeting with Komzey again, he told us 
they were of different opinions concerning a method, ſome for be- 
ginning the Inſurre&ion only in Londox and Scorland, ſome for it 
in all places at once as at firſt propoſed, others for ſeveral places in 
England and Scotland, and not in London, ſaying, that if it was not 
begun in London, but in other places, there would be forces raiſed in 
London toſend out againſt them, which would take out moſt of their 
ſtrength, and that then London might be eaſily ſecured ; ſamtimes 
they were for beginning it only: in Lozdox and Scotland, and to 
have people come up to London from all parts of England : to which 
we anſwered, that we thought no way better than what was firſt 
propoſed, ( viz.) the beginning of it in many places at once, as 
before mentioned, for although we had engaged none in or abour 
Briſtcl, nor ſhould not endeavour it till all things were concluded , 
yer with the aſſiſtance we were promiſed from 7auxtos, did nor 
doubt but to get men enough to ſecure ir, and that- we knew not 
where to get ten men that would come for London, and ſuppoſed it 
might be {o in other places, men _ be willing to ſecure their 
own Country, who would not be willing to leave all and come for 
London. Romzey then ſaid, if he knew where to get at the head of 
1000 men, he would begin it preſently, and defired that we might 
meet the next night with ſome others and conlider of things ; fo 
the next afternoon we met at Richard's Coffee-Houſe near 7emple- 
Bar, and from thence to a Tavern near, I think called the little or 
young Devil Tavern, where mer eight perſons, ( viz.) Colonel 
Romzey, Robert Weſt, Captain Norton, Captain Walcot, Richard 
Goodenough, Francis Goodenongh, Nathaniel Wade and my ſelf ( this 
was the firſt time I knew walcor.) When we were all fit, Colonel 
Romz#y ſpoke to this effeCt, as near as I can remember the ſame words : 
Gentlemen, If we can raiſe three thouſand men inand about Londoy, 
there is a perſon of Honour will appear at the head of them and begin 
the buſineſs; which we ſuppoſed to be the Duke of Monmenth, and do 
not well remember whether he mentioned his name or not. Which 
propoſal much ſurprized Mr. Wade and I, that he ſhould then queſtion 
the raiſing of 3000 men, whereas when it was firſt mentioned to us,we 
thought =_ had been ſure of many thouſands in Lowdes at an hours 
warning. ' Then it was conſidered how 3000 men might be raiſed, and 
how they might do ſomething to the purpoſe: Then we declared 
what method we had concluded on for the management of Afairs 
in Br:/tol, which was as followeth, and they could think of no bet- 
ter way : ſo it was concluded that Londox and the Suburbs ſhould 
be divided into Twenty parts, and one man made choice of in each 
diviſion, who ſhould chuſe outten in his diviſion that he could truſt, 
and each of thoſe ten to find out fifteen, which would make 161 in 
each diviſion; ſo that twenty diviſions would produce 3220. la

We concluded that the only way to ſecure Brio! would be by a 
ſurprize, which with about 350 Men (150 of which we depended 
on trom Ta»nton, the other 200 to be raiſed in and about the City) 
might eaſily be-dene about 4 of the Clock in the Morning, as ſoon 
as the watch were gone off, without the Bloodſhed of one Man, thus, 
dividing the City into fourteen parts, ſo making thirteen Poſts beſides 
the main Guard, which ſhould at firit have been at the To«{ſey (which 
is in Briſtol as the Exchange here) we ſuppoſed 2o Men might be 
ſufficient for each Poſk, and the remainder for the main Guard, out 
of which might be ſpared 4 or 6 Files to be conſtantly marching 
about, and to aſſiſt where there might ke occalion. The method we 
deſigned for the railing 200. Men in and abour the City was thus, firſt 
to find out 30 Men, 2 for each Poſt, and 4 for the main Guard, who 
might be ableeach of themto procure 6 and to command them, which 
would have made 1.4 for each Polt, and 28 for the main Guard, to 
whom the Ta#nton Men [hould be added, ( viz)" 6 to each Poſt, and 
the remainder tothe main Guard, who ſhould have come in the Day 
before, ſome ar every entrance of the City, and lodge themſelves at 
Ians and Ale-Houſcs as near the Poſts they were appointed for as they 
could : Each Man being to know his Poſt and Commagders before they 
came ; the Briftol Men to Lodge themſelves and Arms, with Arms 
for the Taunton Men, inan Houle as near as poſſible to their Poſts, and 
to ſend one out from each Poſt, between Three and Four of the Clock 
in the Morning to obſerve the motion of the Watch, and to adviſe as 
ſoon as they were gone off, that they might all immediately repair to 
their reſpeCtive Poſts, calling the Taunton Men ; and as ſoon as they

Sothe Twenty third of Auguft Sailed 
from K;ngs-Road for Rochell, the 25th. proving bad whether, crackt 
our Maſt, and fo pur into St. Ives in Corawall, where we ſtayed till 
the fourth of September, then put out again for Roche#, but meeting 
with contrary Winds was forced into ſeveral places in Fraxce,and gain- 
ed not our Port till the Seventeenth.

He ſaid Alexander being interrogate what he knew of the 

Aathor of that Letter directed to Alexander Pringle of the date 
20 of March laſt, to be left at Alexander Hopes Houle in Gloſs-haven, 
Rotterdam, which runs upon the Metaphor of Trade, anſwereth, That 
the Author of that Letter ſeemeth ro him to be one Fo. Nishet , with 
whom he converſed a year ago at London , and ordered the laid Alex- 
ander to dire&t his Letters to Bednal-Green , and ſince to Mr. Mead in 
Stepney near London : and that he the ſaid Alexander had written a 
Letter to this Jo. Nubet , challenging him why he came not ſooner 
over to Holland as he had promiſed , dated about January laſt ; and 
that he received this Letter by the Metaphor of Trade in anſwer 
thereunto ; and that the venturing ſpoke of in the Letter was to 
ſignifie a reſolution of a ſpeedy Riſing in Arms; and that the Fa- 
ors therein mentioned , ſignified their Agents and Emitlaries who 
were ſent out into different corners koth in England and Scotland, 
to know the Pulſe of their Complices and Parties it they were in rea- 
dineſs to joyn and riſe with them, and that they brought back ac- 
counts of their willingneſs ſo to do, and readineſs for an Infurre- 
Qion. And as to the aſſiſtance they were to have from Scotland, he 
underſtood it at his laſt coming here, and ſome Months betore he came 
over in May laſt, he heard amongſt the Dutch People commonly re- 
ported that there was to be very ſhortly a Riſing in.

The Relation of Alexander Gordon of Earl- 


ſtoun of what he was informed of , and beard 
as followeth. 


Bout the time of the EleRion of Rich and North , I heard that 
; there were ſome deſigns of Riſing in Arms of ſome people in 
England , and in order thereto there was ſome Treating with my Lord 
Argile , but not agrecing to the terms my Lord lett them, and I 
heard it ceaſed for ſome time and went over to Holland ; and when 
he was there, I was informed of the renewing of the Treaty , and 
agreed upon the following terms, viz. 


That the Earl of Argile ſhould raiſe Seven Thouſand Men , and 
the Treators (who as I was informed were Engliſh-men) were to 
advance the ſaid Earl Ten Thouſand pound Sterling ; and this was 
agreed to in Aprillaſt. 


The perſons in England were by Information the Duke of Mox- 
mouth , the Earl of Shaftsbury ; but aſter the faid Earls deceaſe I did 
not hear ſo much of the Duke of Monmoxth. I was alſo informed of 
Pord Lord Gray of Wark his being in the Deſign. 


I was alſo informed that thoſe concerned in Scotland moſt in the 
faid Deſign , were Sir John Cockram, Jerviſwood , Seſſnock Elder and 
Younger , and that Sir John Cockram the one day kiſt His Majeſties 
Hands, the other day went to the Cabal anent the above-written 
Deſign. | 


I was alſo informed , That no ſmall number of the Gentlemen in 
the Weſt and other places in Scot/and upon their reſentment of the 
preſent Government, particularly as to the Teſt and other Pa 
put to them , were not reſolved to ſtand to them although they ſhould 
take them, but riſe upon the firſt occaſion, 


This Information I heard from Murray alias Jobnſtowne , who as I 
heard was a Weſt Country-man in Scotland, who offered to take me 
along to their Cabals, but upon my refuſal to meddle in the deſigns 
kept himſelf and told gomore than thoſe generals. 


I met 
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I met with Mead at one Mr. Cooks a Merchant living near the Ex- 
change in Auſtin-Fryers in London, but I do not mind what he ſpoke 
of the aforeſaid Deſign to me , but thinks not, for I was a ſtranger 
to him, and not acquainted before that time ; and this I ſubſcribe be- 
fore theſe Witneſſes Sir Wiliam Hamilton of Preſtoun, Maſter Jobs Yarns 
Keeper of the 7o/booth of Edinbargh.

N Saturday laft I bad the occafion of ſeeing a Lettter from you, di- 
() refed for Mrs. Gaunt, in whoſe abſence Mrs. Ward had received it, 
at the readi ) - which I was not a little troubled, confidering my full reſs- 
lutions hrnike to you in my laft ; for effettuating of which I had ſpoke for 
Paſſage, and taken my farewel of Mother Gaunt, ſhe going into the Coun- 
try : And that very Week I was ſet by that Gentleman with whom [ 
ſtay, and Jo. Johniloun with ſome others to ſtay but a Month, and if that 
did not accompliſh ſomewhat in hand to help Trading, then I ſbould be no low- 
ger detained. After I was prevailed to retratt ſo far. I ordered Jo. who 
had time at command, to groe x an ample account of matters; and with« 
al. Jo. was defired by our Friends from Scotland to ſtand here in my place the 
like engagements of Secrecy, &c. being taken, and thereupon I ordered him 
to ſhew you the grounds of my ſtaying, and to defire if Fyou inclined to croſs the 
Water to come this way, but (ince many are the confuſed, yea troubled thoughts 
that have poſſeſſed me for yielding, concerning which, as alſo my yielding to it, 
take the ſubſequent account. 

In my laft, or it precedent to it, I ſhewed you that Trading was very low 
here, and many breaking, wbich has made the Merchants ( ſuch as = are) 
to think that deiparate Diſeaſes muſt have deſparate Cures : and while 
they have ſome Stock, it will be better to venture out, than to keep Shop and 
fit ftill till all be gone, and then they ſhall not be able to att, But let all go : 
Which reſolution 1 thought a thing not to confide in, ſeeing the moFt of t 
are Fire-lide Merchants , and love not to venture where ſtorms are any thi 
apparent. But about my departing they ſhewed the Model of Aﬀairs in fach 
order, that I ſee venture they muft, and venture they will ; whereupon 
they firft demanded how our Trade would be carried on. Anſwer, they knew 
well what Goods had proven moft prejudicial to the Trade, and therefore 
they thought to infift upon Negatives, in which whatever I propoſed u aſ- 
ſented 
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ſented to, as I find ; and thus they thought bef# to ſtill ſome Criticks in the 
Trade : And by this me ans firft to endeavoar the diſpatching the old rot- 
ten Stuff before they order what to bring home next. - This lookt ſomewhat 
ſtrange to me, but when I confider all circumſtances, I think they for them 
ſelves do beft init : For our Merchants I made account onely to have had 
ſome ſtock for to ſet the broken ones up again, and ſo bid them here farewe/, 
and they to try their way, and we ours; Since they think fit that ſome of 
theſe whom we have found (as you will ſay when you bear them named) treache- 
rows dealers in oxr Trade, conſulted, aud accordingly have done : Where- 
upon I fear, or rather hope that our. Merchants, though broke, will rather de- 
re to live a while longer as they are, than joyn with ſuch, &c. ro advance 
the Trade ; unleſs furer grounds of their fidelity be gotten, then is, or can 
be expedted, and this is the bottom of all my ſorrow. But to proceed, I 
find (if all hold that is intended) that they think it is almoit at a point to ſet 
forward , if they had their FaQtors bome, who are gone to try how the 
Country will like ſuch Goods , as they are for, or againft the mating ſale 
off. Friends, I mean Merchants, wrote to me, that after I had tals to 
you, poſſibly you might come this way, the better thereby to adviſe them 
what to do in this caſe, for I have ſignified ſomewhat of it to them, but not 
fo far as this ; becauſe 1 —_ to bave ſeen you long ere this time. But [ 
hope you will not miſconſtrutt of my ſtaying. ſeting tn it I defigned nothing 
but advancement of our Trade ; but once this Week theſe Fattors ſent for 
will Ze here, and then matters will in inſtanti, either off or on, break, or 
go thorow.

Know not the grounds\our Friends have gone upon, which hath 

occaſioned them to offer \fo little Money as I hear, neither know 
I what Aſſiſtance they intend to give ; and till I know both, I will 
neither refuſe my ſervice, nor do ſo much as object againſt any 
thing is reſolved, till I firſt hear what Mr.* Red, or any other you 
ſend, ſhall fay ; onely in the mean time I reſolve to let you knew 
as much of the Grounds I go on, as is poſſible at this diſtance, 
and in this way.

John Harraway with ſome others: But at this time Mr. Richard Cam- 
ro# and his Brother Mr. Michael, with ſome few other Miniſters were 
=_ to Holland with Moneys to pay for Arms that were formerly 

rought by Kerſiand'sSon ( as I was ſince inform'd ) and ſome cther

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Phanaticks living there. In this. Council there were very hot de- 
bates betwixt Welck's Party ( the molt conſiderable of the two) 
who were content to Jay down Arms upon their getting an Indul-, 
gence, and Robert Hamilton's Party who would reſt ſatisfied with no- 
thing leſs than the Extirpation of Epiſcopocy, and ſetting up a pure, 
Preſbyterian Government, as they call'd it. And the renchs 
were ſo great betwixt them, that the choice of their chicf Officers 
( which was delign'd to have been that Night ) was.put off till the 
next day, ( being Swnday) at Ten in the Forcnoon 5 but were pre- 
vented by the King's Army coming before Sun-rifing, tothe North-. 
end of . Bothwel-Bridge : However, they did that Night appoint two 
Commiſſioners, ( viz. Mr. David Home and , Captain Mackenlloch ) 
to treat for thear with the Duke of Monmonth : On whom they 
waited accordingly about half an Hour before the Fight, but return- 
ed without any Succeſs. The general Diſcourſe amongſt the Re- 
bels on Friday and Saturday was, That the Lord Burgany would 
certainly come in to them the Monday A. had not the Fight 
on Sunday prevented him ) to command their Forces in chief, and 
to appoint ſuch Field Officers, both for the Hoiſe and Foot as he 
ſhould think fit, unleſs they had been appointed by the Council of 
War before his coming; but in either of the Caſes they wereto have 
, had their Commiſſions from him : For it was moſt certain, that they. 

would not allow Robert Hamilton to be their Commander. in chief » 
The Rebels did frequently and openly expreſs the great Confidence . 
they had in ſome of their Friends about the Duke of Moymonuth, and 
particularly the Lord Melvil, the Lord Newark, Sir Thomas Arm-, 
ſtrong, and Sir Hamilton of Prefton (the Elder Brother of 
Robert Hamilton ) beſides ſome others whom I do not pow.remem- 
ber, but could know them, if I ſhould hear their Names.

mounted and we were often afterwards told;that-they.'were tope. 
by the Duke of Monmayth's poſitive;Commend,. when they. were vi-. 
ently purſuing us, after they 0g quite broke ,qur Foot. (conſiſt. 
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ing upwards of _ and were within leſs than half a mile 
of the Body of our Horſe ( running away ) which then was in great 
Conſternation and Confuſion : However, we march'd that forenoon 
in as good Order as we could ( twelve miles over a Moor ) to New- 
wills, without any of his Majeſties Forces giving us the leaſt Diſtur- 
bance, where we ſeparated, ſome going towards Air, others to Gal- 
loway, and the reſt to Nithſdale 5 amongſt which laſt, were the moſt 
reſolute of the Officers, to the number of betwixt 45 and 50z who 
continued together in Arms, going up and down the Country'in 
Galloway, Nithſdale and other places thereabouts ( after all the reſt 
were ſcattered) until a Party of the King's Forces, under the Com- 
mand of Claterhouſe came into Galloway, and then we ( for I was 
my (elf all along with that ſmall remainder of theRebels) went in- 
to the Weſt, where we were moſt kindly entertain'd in many places, 
though I do not remember the Names of the Perfons by whom : But 
I do well know their Habitationsz and I was afterwards told by Mr. 
Richard Camron, and his Brother My. Michael,that they and ſeveral o- 
thers were ſbeltered and entertained by Sir Hugh, and Sir GeorgeCamp- 
bells at their Houſe of Ceſmwock. After ſome ſtay in the Welt, I re- 
turned to my own Houſe ( Kilroy ) within four miles of Dumfreis, 
where having ftaid abont five or f1x weeks, theſaid Mr. RicharaCam- 
ron, and his Brother Mr. Michael ( who were ſome ſhort time be- 
fore returned from Ho#and ) came to ſee me, and ſtay'd with me 
two Nights : They told me, that they had bought four ſma[l Braſs 
Guns with 'a confiderable quantity of Ammunition and Fire-Arms, 


which they had in a Readineſs, to have been Shipp'dat Amſterdam, in 


Order to their having been landed at Greenock ) when they receiv'd 
the News of the Defeat at Bothwell-Bridge: Whereupon they put up 
the ſaid Guns, Arms and Ammunition in a ſecure place in Amfterdan, 
until there ſhould be Occafion for them. The Sxnday after their co- 
ming to my Houſe, Mr. Richard Camren kept a Field-Conventicle 
within a mile of Sir Robert Dehell's Houſe, where were about three 
thouſand in number. The Occafion of this Meeting ( where I was 
preſent ) was to ſee how the Country ſtood inclin'd, and who would 
joyn with him, From thence the ſaid Mr. Rickard carry'd with him 
twenty Men ( whereof ] was one.) to theLaird of St. John's Kirk 
( a Couſin. of the Lord Carmichael's, and I ſuppoſe his Name is alſo 
Carmichael, ) whofe Houſe is about two miles, from Biggar, and to» 
wards thirty from Edinburg, where we ſtay'd four days: During 
which, there was ſeveral Conventides kept in the Houſe, at which, 
the Laid and his Lady were conſtantly preſent; And the Sunday af 
ter we Kept 2 Fie)d- Conventicle on Tinto- Hill, to which, there was 
People garherd fronr all Parts of the Country thereabout, to the 
number of' between three or four Thouſand, whereof many were 
well Arm'8.

(a Widow Lady) in Clidſdale, where we ſtay'd a Week, and kept

to Scotlard, and whilſt we were in this Houſe, it was one Night at 
Supper propos'd by Haxtoun to kill his Royal” Highnefs,” the faid 
Lady being preſent together with the two Camrons, four Gentlemeri 
of the North, whom I knew not, and two of 'my Neighbors whoſe 


Names are John Harper, and Robert Nalſon. This 
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This Haxtoun ſaid he would do it himſelf if he could come at 

- hims and thought, that it might beſt be done when the Duke was ar 
Dinner z wherefore he asked, It there were'any there that would 
go and obſerve all the matner of his Royal Highreſle's Dining ? 
Whether People might get into the Room to fee him at Dinner ? 
And if there were any Number, or Crowds of People got in? Say- 
ing, That he was too well known to go upon this Errand himſelf. 
So Mr. Michael Camron undertook it, and took me along with him; 
who were particularly inſtructed to obſerve, whether people could 
go in-with large Coats or Cloaks upon them, and, Women with 
lads; and whether they could paſs the Sentinels with their Swords? 
And according as he ſhould find matters, he would afterwards con-' 
trive the beſt way to effect the Buſineſs, ' Accordingly we two 
went, and ſaw the Duke at Dinner; but as we rerurned to our 
ing, at one Dena/d Mackay's Houle, at the Head of the Com 


gate, near the Graſr-market, Camron (by chance) met there a man 


which knew him; whereupon we both betook our ſelves immedi- 
ately to our Horſes, and were purſued by. Twelve of the King's

To which I did very readily 
conſent : And he having thereupon the 12th, of November laſt) ob- 
tained myDiſcharge from my Colonel, I have fince diſcovered what 
I could. And particularly that at Rotterdaw ({ ſince my faid 
Diſcharge ) I had ſeen ſeveral of the Whiggiſh Miniſters, 
ſome whereof | remember were at Bothwel- Bridge, who came from 
Scotland about the beginning of September laſt, viz. Mr. Thomas For- 
refler, and Mr. Patrick Vernatt (formerly mentioned in the Council 
War) who preach frequently in the Scots Church at Rotterdam, 
As do Mr. Gordon (who is Brother to James Gordon, a Merchant 
there lately deceaſed )Mr.Jobn Harvey,Mr.George Barclay,and Mr. Johbm. 
Sinclair, all Phanatick Preachers. The moſt part of whom (as the 
above-mentioned Mr. Forreſter told me) went over from Holland 
into Scotland, about the month of Agsſ# laſt 5 butthat they found 
themſelves in ſuch daily Hazards of being apprehended, that the 
returned back again to Holland ; and that this -bad News which 
they brought over with them, is the reaſon why Robert Hamilton's 
late yaa 4” ourney to Scotland was put off, whither I was ſome- 
time before informed he did intend to go, and to carry Arms along 
with him to ſome of his Friends there. The faid Forreſter told me 
further, That they reſolve to keep no more Field-Conventicles, find- 
ing, that thoſe Meetings have ſerved only to weaken their Party, 
through the ſeizing of ſome, and diſperſing the reſt (which made 
their Friends publickly known)and that now the Erghſband they joyn 
Councils, and reſolve to go on more warily, I did likewiſe 
diſcover, that the manner of the ſaid Miniſters, their 
to and fro betwixt HiVand and Scotland undiſcovered, was by their 
being clad in Sea-mansCloaths, and working in the Ships as Sea-men. 
As alſo, that I was perſwaded, before they ſhall attempt any thing 
towards a new Rebellion, or making uſe of the Arms, that the two 
Camrons left in Amſterdam (which are now in the Cuſtody of the 
late Earl of Argile, as I was told about nine Weeks ago in che, 
by Sir John Cochran's ſecond Son, and My. William Cleland, mention- 
edin the Council of War) they will firſt endeavor to diſpatch the 
King 3 andthat being done, = doubted not but they could ſoon 
overcome the Duke, and all others that would oppoſe them: Which 
I heard my ſelf diſcourſed in a Meeting about two months ago, at 
Mr. Thomas Hog, a Phanatick Preacher his Houſe in Utrecht, where 
were preſent (beſides Mr. Hog, and my elf ) Sir Jobs: Cochran's Son, 
and Mr. Cleland, already mentioned, Mr. James Steward, the Law- 
yer, his Lady, the Lady Kerſiand, and her Son, with ſeveral others, 
whoſe Names I donot remember : But this Lan they ſpeak on- 
ly a their confident Friends: For they e the common 
Ortof People believe, that there was no ſuch thing as a Phanatick- 
Plot; but that the raiſing of that Report was a Contrivance of the 
Papiſts, to make uſe of falſe Witneſles, for taking away the Lives of 
True Proteſtants z which I have often heard, not only diſcourſed 
m Houſes where ſome of the ordinary fort of People were in Com- 
pany 3 but alſo preached in the Churches, where the Sermons (for 
| the 
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Oath) to bring up their Children in che true: Proteſtant Faith, and 
in the Diſcipline and Dodrine of the Kirk of Scotland, according as 
they are obliged by the Solemn League and Covenant; and at thei 
-ommunions, debarring always from their Sacrament all ſuch as have 
not taken the Covenant, and do not adhere to it. | But of all the 
Fugitive Preachers lately gone over from Scotland into Holland,none 
is more perverſely violent againſt the Government, than Afr. John 
Sinclair (who for many years was Miniſter, and kept a Boarding 
School at Ormieſtoun) whom about twelve Weeks ago heard preach 
in the Scotch Church at Rotterdam; and a great part of his Sermon 
was railing againſt the Duke,- and the Privy Council of Scotlend, 
ſaying, That he ( meaning his Royal Highneſs) was a Rebellious 
Enemy of God; and had got ſuch a Hand over thoſe perjur'd Rogues 
(mezgning the Lords of the Privy Council) as they all intended to 
overturn the Proteſtant Religion, and to introduce Ropery 3 which 
(8 further (aid) could very eafily be done, confidering the ſmall 
ifference that 1s betwixt them fince Epiſcopacy was re-eſtabliſhed ; 
and in his Prayer after Sermon, I heard him pray carneſtly, That

Scotchmen more (whoſe names I know not) went two days after my 
Arrival there, to Gilderland, where a great many of the Rebels and 
Fugitives live (as they think ) moſt ſafe and at eaſe amongſt the Bores ; 
for they were afraid of Staying at Utrecht (as ſome of themſelves told 
me) by reaſon of the Spies that they were informed were ſent thither 
from England to makeenquiry after ſuch of his Majeſties Subjc Qs as 
lived there. And Mr. Cochran and Captain Cleland told me as their 
Friend, that the report amongſt our Countrymen was that I likewiſe 
was ſent thither as a Spiez which although they did not believe, yet 
they adviſed me to be gone away privately, aſſuring me withal thee 
I was every hour I ſtayed there in hazard of lohing my Life. Upan 
this I returned to Rotterdam, where my Credit with that Party CON» 
tinued about a week, untill I was ſuſpeQted by my old Captain and 
three of the Miniſters, Viz. Harraway, Forrefler and Sinclair, who 
about 7 or 8 Weeks ago carried me with them to Church, and there 
propoſed (as a Teſt of my Sincerity to the intereſt of the good Cauſe 
as it was commonly called) that I ſhould take the Covenant and the 
Sacrament with a Solemn Proteſtation that I am ſtill (as I have been 
in former times)an Enemy to the King and the preſent Government ; 
All which I refuſed to do z and then they debarred me for ever from 
their Mectings'and Company : Nevertheleſs I did often thereafter 
infinuate my ſelf into both, though without any Succeſs; for I could 
not recover their good opinion, but on the contrary was daily threat» 
ned with the ſevereſt effeCts of their revenge.

He Informant faith, That the deſign of the Rebellion and ſeizing the 

King was begun by the Earl of Shaftsbury at his Houſe in A/derf- 

eate-ſtreet, belore the meeting of the Parliament at Oxford, where the 

Duke of Monmouth, Sir Thomas Armſtrong, Lord Ruſſel, Lord Grey, Major 

Manly a Brewer at Whitechappe/, and others whom he faw there and as he 

was told likewiſe by his Servants, frequently met there ; the foundation of 
all the Scurrilous. Libels was laid, particularly that of the Raree-ſbew. 

That all thoſe Clubs at Mile-end-green, the Sun behind the Exchange, 
atRuſſel'sin Iron-Monger-lane, and at the Salutation in Lumbard:-ſtreet, were 
to carry on that Detign, he cannot recollect all names, bur declares that 
he knows all thoſe of Note that were at thoſe Clubs were thoroughly ar- 
quainted with the Deſign. Theſe Clubs were divided into three Fattions, 
by reaſon of which diviſion the Informant faith rhe Deſign went on fo 
ſow as it did, 'and at laſt it fell between the Duke of Monmouth, and a 
Common-wealth ; and the greater number carried it for the Duke 'of 
Monmouth, becauſe it was found upon his going into the Weſt, Chſtheſfter 
and Cheſbire, the vogue of the people went for him. Thoſe that were for 
a Common-wealth were abſolutely reſolved to have nothing to do with 
the Race of the Szzart's; but they pitcht upon Richard Cromwel, whom 
this Informant knows to be in England.

Five hundred Horſe were promiſed to be ſent in from the Country, 
who were to ſcize the Guards. 

The pretence of the Confpirators was to ſecure His Majeſty from being 
killed by the Papiſts, that if he would not comply with His Parliament 
at Oxford, then to ſet up the Duke of Monmouth. That this was long de- 
ſign'd likewiſe betore the meeting at Oxford. 

The Informant faith, That it was reſolved by the Confpirators, that 
when they ſhould have accompliſht their Deſign, and that the Tower 
and City of London was ſeized, then they were to go to Whitehal and 
demand their Priviledges, and Freedoms, with theur Swords in their 
hands. 

He hath been preſent at many of theſe Clubs where theſe Deſigns have 
been conſulted of, and all the perſons of any note, Commons as well as 
Lords were conſenting to the Conſpiracy ; he faith he can prove it by ma- 
ny Witneſkes.
